Get Relief from 
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Alberta Government 
Crop Report 


Report Issued by the Department 
of Agriculture on June 7th. 


Showers falling over a large part 
of the province early in the past 
week followed by higher temper- 
atures and an absence of winds have 
created a more favorable crop out- 
look than existed ten days ago. 

During the last week in May con- 
tinued high winds cnused soil 
drifting resulting in widespread 
injury to growing crops in the cen- 
tral part of the province and in 
limited areas resecding was necess- 
ary. It is impossible at present to 
accurately estimate the damage due 
to soil drifting. The degree in 
which severely blown fislds will re- 
cover will depend upon the weather 
conditions of the next ten days. 
There is considerable injury to crops 
due to wire worms and cutworms 
and it may be stated the injury due 
tosoil drifting and insect. pests is 
slightly above the average. 

Reports from the arens lying south 
of Calgary and north of Edmonton 
continue to be the most favorable. 
Moisture in these areas has been 
sufficient for present needs and they 
have not suffered from coil. drifting 
as in other parts of the paovince.

Arthur Eliot Sproule, writing in 
the New York Times says: “True 
though it be that we are all undoupt- 
edly getting more and more ‘inter- 
nationally minded,’ yet the job is so 
enormous that, for most of us, only 
the very biggest foreign events scem 
able to catch our attention—great 
things like the naval conference in 
London and the Soviet attitude to- 
ward religion, for example. 

So true is this that — possibly le- 


cause our mental eyes get a trifle) 


out of focus by looking at distant 
objects—-we are often startled to find 
how little we 
that lie under our very noses, as it 
were. 

Take Canada, for example. What 
do most of us know of this great and 
growing nation that stretches at our 
very doors. Its progress fully mer- 
its the word “astounding,” and yet 
few Americans know anything about 
it. For instance: 


The port of Halifax has increased 
its tonndge by 40 per cent. in twelve 
months. The port of St. John, rank- 
ing after Montreal and Vancouver in 
the amount of traffic handled, but 
first among Canada’s winter ports, 
has the largest dry dock in the 
world. Moving west, Quebec pro- 
duces 85 per cent. of the world’s sup- 
ply of asbestos. Water-power pro- 
jects are being successfully brought 
into operation, and other great and 
far-reaching changes have taken 
place. 

Suppose you were asked to name 
the greatest port on the Atlantic 
Coast, after New York—would you 
immediately answer ‘Montreal’? 
Yet it is a fact that the harbor of 
Montreal, 1,000 miles from the sea, 
is the second port on the North 
American Continent, New York only 
being greater. At Sault Ste. Marie 
the canals carry more trafic than 
the Suez, Panama and Manchester 
Ship canals combined. 

Winnipeg, the centre of the wheat 
country, has taken on added impor- 
tance as the headquarters of 1 new 
mineral area, and it may well he 
that in the future the mineral pro- 
ducts of the Province of Manitoba 
will vie for supremacy with the 
Province's enormous grain re- 
sources. 

Further west again, Turner Valley, 
Alberta, has drawn the attention of 
the world to its potentialities 
oil producer. 

On the Pacific Coast, Canada pos- 
sesses vast wealth, notably in her 
lumber resources, and there are vast 
gold mines in the mountains. 

Passing to world trade, observe 
that Canada leads all other nations 
in the production of newsprint, nick- 
el, asbestos and cobalt. She takes 
second place in the production of 
wheat and automobiles, and third 
place in the output of lead and gold. 
As an exporter she stands sixth 
among the nations of the world.

Convenience In the Poultry House 


Work Should Be Made As Easy As 
Possible 

When building a poultry house it! 

is a matter of importance to see to it 

that it is not only located at a point 

easy to reach, but also that it shall 


| be so arranged that the work of at- , 


tending to the birds be made as easy | 
as possible. The more convenient it 
is to do the work about the poul- | 
try house the surer it is that it will 
be done. 

As the women of the farm usually 
look after the poultry, the work 
should be made as easy as possible. 
If the distance to be covered in going 
back and forth to the poultry house 
is twice as far as it need be the 
amount of extra walking thus involv- 
ed may have the effect of adding 
drudgery to the task. The new bul- 


| letin No, 132, of the Department of 


Agriculture, at Ottawa, ‘Poultry | 
House Construction,” goes fully into 
the question of planning, and makes 
the observation that not only should 
the house be accessible, but the inter- 
nal arrangement ought to be such 
that the work may be done with the 
least amount of labor. Among other 
suggested conveniences is the gate 
that swings both ways. The feeder 
may be carrying two pails of water 
or feed, a gate that swings either 
way may be opened without stopping 
to set down the pails. A barrow load 
of gravel, or the laying of a plank 


' will enable one to pass over a wet

place dry-shod. 

Another recommendation is the 
providing of a feed box in which sup- 
plies may be kept close to where 
they are needed. In poultry keep- 
ing, as in other farm work, labor is 
an important item, and in the build- 
ing and equipping of a poultry house 
every consideration should be given 
to means that may be taken to re- 
duce labor.

Scientific Management 


An estimate of the total forest 
production of Canada for 1928 has 
just been completed by the forest 
products branch of the Dominion Bu- 
The estimate in- 
cludes all the products of operations 
in the woods, the unmanufactured 
materials cut in Canadian forests 
during the year. 

An estimate has also been made of 


{the extent to which the forests are 


being depleted annually in the pro- 
cess of exploiting these materials. 
For this purpose converting factors 
based on actual reasurements have 
Each of these factors 
represents in cubic feet the quantity 
of standing timber that must be cut 
in the forest in order to produce one 
unit of the material in question, 
based on the total cubic contents of 
the tree. By the use of these fac- 
tors it has been estimated that the 
total forest production of 1928 in- 
volved the cutting of 2,988,038,430 


| cubic feet of standing timber. This 


constitutes only the annual depletion 
for use and to it must be added the 
volume of material annually destroy- 
ed by fire, which exceeds 900,000,000 
cubic feet of merchantable timber 
and young growth on 1,200,000 acres. 
Insects and fungi destroy annually at 
least 800,000,000 cubic feet to the an- 
nual drain on the forest resources of 
considerably more than 4,788,000,000 
cubic feet. 

A total depletion of 4,788,000,000 
cubic feet per annum does not neces- 
sarily imply that the total resources 
are reduced by that amount every 
year and the supply will therefore 
be exhausted in forty-seven years. 
Estimating the probable duration of 
supply of forest products is not a 
matter of simple arithmetic. The 
rate of utilization is far from con- 
stant. It tends to increase with the 
discovery of new uses for wood, the 
increase in population and the 
increase in the demand for forest

supplies have been reduced to a great- 
er extent than Canada’s. 

On the other hand, there is a 
steady increase in volume taking 
place in all healthy stands of timber 
dué to annual growth. By the appli- 
cation of scientific forest manage- 
ment this annual growth can be 
stimulated and could be made to take 
place over the entire area of poten- 
tial forest land, it is believed. 


Feed As They Go 

Many of the birds that migrate by 
day travel slowly and feed as they go 
along. The cliff swallow is said to 
average twenty-five miles a day for 
the first twenty days of its two thou- 
sand, five hundred mile flight from 
winter to summer home, and increas- 
es this to sixty miles a day at the 
end of the journey, doubtless feeding 
to a greater extent during the early 
stages of the trip.

The second will be the beginning 
of functioning by the bank for inter- 
national settlement at Basel, Swit- 
zerland. 

The third will be the issuance of

Promotion Examination Not Always 
Good Test Of Efficiency 

Ontario secondary school teachers 
are as a body opposed to the sug- 
gestion that examinations be dis- 
pensed with in the middle schools 
|and that a  recommendation-by- 
teacher pass system be substituted, 
and are asking that the Department 
of Education defer action for the 
present. 

There are many people neverthe- 
less who feel that there is consid- 
erable merit in the proposed change, 
and that written examinations are 
not the best way of deciding what 
pupils should be advanced. 

Several reasons for that 
readily suggest themselves. 

In the first place, there is the case | 
of the nervous type of pupil whose 
school work throughout the term has | 
| been uniformly good, but who finds | 
the examination test a mental haz- 
| ard too great to be overcome. 

And then there is the student who 

is a quick “study,” with a memory 
that works wonders for a short time. | 
| He may loaf through his school

Let rise again until 
double in bulk, then cut down and knead 
slightly. Butter muffin rings and place 
three small balls of dough in each ring. 
Let rise until double in bulk, brush over 
with melted butter and bake in hot oven.
